yyRiTiXG  the  history  of  any  family  is  no  small  task,  involv¬ 
ing,  as  it  does,  the  search  of  thousands  of  old  records  and 
documents,  correspondence  with  interested  members  of  that 
family,  and  the  visiting  of  libraries  and  cemeteries  in  various 
parts  of  the  country.

tions  that  usually  prove  erronious.

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ORIGIN 


IT  has  been  concluded  that  originally  the  Fantons  were 
a  French  family,  although  we  know  definitely  that  two  of 
our  name  emigrated  from  England  not  long  after  1800. 
Records  show  that  there  were  Fantons  in  France  earlv  in 
the  17th  century,  and  that  they  were  Huguenots;  hence,  it  is 
probable  that  some  of  them  settled  in  England  during  the 
Huguenot  emigrations,  later  coming  to  America. 

Jeanne  Fanton  married  Nicolas  Perree  De  La  Villestreux, 
who  was  born  about  1000.  and  was  Captain  of  a  French  war¬ 
ship  under  King  Louis  XIV.  His  brother  Pierre  was  the 
King’s  secretary. 

Rachel  Fanton  and  Elizabeth  Fanton,  sisters,  left  the  Isle 
of  Re,  France,  in  1085  and  emigrated  to  Charleston,  South 
Carolina.  Rachel  married  Isaac  Cailleboeuf,  son  of  Louis 
and  Marie  (Charuyer)  Cailleboeuf,  born  at  Sainte  Soline. 
France.  Elizabeth  was  the  wife  of  Daniel  Gamier,  a  mer¬ 
chant,  son  of  Daniel  and  Marie  (Chevallier)  Gamier. 

The  male  ancestors  in  this  book,  from  whom  all  Fantons  in 
America  have  descended,  were  undoubtedly  from  England. 
Simon  and  Clark  Fanton,  brothers,  were  born  in  London ; 
however,  in  the  case  of  Jonathan  of  Fairfield  and  William  of 
Stratford  there  is  nothing  but  tradition  and  customs  to  bear 
out  this  statement.

JONATHAN  FANTON 

Under  order  dated  November  30,  1675,  23  young  men  of 
Ipswich,  Massachusetts  were  impressed  for  service  in  King 
Philip’s  War.  Among  these  was  one  Jonathan  Fanton.  He 
was,  according  to  state  records,  in  Major  Appleton’s  Com¬ 
pany,  Narragansett  Campaign,  and  on  August  24,  1676  was 
paid  the  equivalent  of  about  $30  for  serving  under  Captain 
Brocklebank  of  Rowley,  Massachusetts.  He  was  listed  as  a 
Commoner  and  resident  of  Ipswich  in  the  local  census  of 
1677-78,  and  was  probably  born  about  1050. 

Sometime  between  1673  and  10SS  he  removed  to  Fairfield. 
Connecticut,  and  in  the  latter  vear  married  Mehitabel  Staple*, 
daughter  of  Thomas  Staples.  She  died  about  1601,  and  he 
married  (2nd)  Sarah  Hide,  daughter  of  John  and  Elizabeth 
(Harvey)  Hide  of  Fairfield,  who  was  born  25  July  1672. 

Jonathan  died  in  1714;  Sarah,  his  widow,  married  (2nd) 
Will  Hill  and  died  at  Grecntieid  29  September  1760.

Here  followeth  an  account  of  ye  draught  of  ye  Lots  voted 
to  be  drawn  at  the  proprietors  meeting  October  3  Monday 
.  .  .  ( in  the  list  of  109  names  was  Xo.  103,  William  Fanton.) 

It  is  not  known  when  he  came  to  Stratford;  it  is  possible 
that  he  was  a  son  of  Jonathan  Fanton  (1),  but  at  least  it  is 
conceded  that  he  was  a  close  relative.  He  was  born  about 
1700  and  married  Phebe  Pierson,  daughter  of  Stephen  and 
Mehitabel  (Canfield)  Pierson,  born  Derby,  Ct.,  about  1704.
